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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The statement that applicants previously surrendered original Letters Patent No. 
6,063,161 in Reissue No. 38,493 is acknowledged. This meets the requirement of 
surrender of such patent in this case. 

2. In the Prel. Amdt. of April 12, 2004, the canceled claims must be presented in 
their entire content and placed between brackets, as required in reissue cases, and not 
merely listed as "Claims 1-46 (Canceled)". See 37 CFR 1.173(b)(2) and (d). 

3. This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1 . 1 72(a) as lacking the written 
consent of all assignees owning an undivided interest in the patent. The consent of the 
assignee must be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.172. See MPEP § 1410.01. The 
consent is not in compliance because it refers to the wrong application. The assignee 
has not consented to the filing of this instant reissue. 

A proper assent of the assignee in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .172 and 3.73 is 
required in reply to this Office action. 

4. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 
37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. The new claim's differences from the original 
claims is not specifically pointed out. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed. 
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5. Claim 47 is rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 
35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth above. 

6. Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 

1 .1 75(b)(1 ) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251 . An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by 
a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant." 

7. Applicant is reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 .178(b), to 
timely apprise the Office of any prior or concurrent proceeding in which Patent No. 
6,063,161 or RE 38,493 are or were involved. These proceedings would include 
interferences, reissues, reexaminations, and litigation. 

8. Applicant is further reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56, to 
timely apprise the Office of any information which is material to patentability of the 
claims under consideration in this reissue application. 

These obligations rest with each individual associated with the filing and 
prosecution of this application for reissue. See also MPEP §§ 1404, 1442.01 and 
1442.04. 

9. Applicant is notified that any subsequent amendment to the specification and/or 
claims must comply with 37 CFR 1 .173(b). 

10. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 
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A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

1 1 . Claim 47 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 as claiming the same invention as that 
of claim 47 of prior U.S. Patent No. RE 38,493. This is a double patenting rejection. 

12. Applicants' request for a corrected filing receipt, received on 1 5 October 
2004 has been sent to Application Branch. It is noted that such corrected filing 
receipt will remove Edward J. Rode as an inventor. 

1 3. The remaining references listed on the PTO-892 show art of interest, all of 
which was previously cited in the parent case, RE 38,493.
